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Outpatient physiotherapy service closes again

The temporary closure of the outpatient 
physiotherapy services at the Didsbury 
Hospital saddened patient Tammy-Jean 
Young. 

“I just read the ad that it was closing last 
week and was so sad, the physiotherapist 
was just so amazing,” she said. 

Young started physio this fall after 
undergoing surgery that left her immobile 
in the neck and upper body. The outpa¬ 
tient services had just reopened after hav¬ 
ing been closed just under a year, perfect 
timing for Young. 

The service is closed again temporarily 
because the outpatient physiotherapist 


left. It was the same reason for closure in 
December 2009. 

“This is a difficult position to fill [as] 
physiotherapists are in demand globally,” 
said Bruce Conway, spokesperson for 
Alberta Health Services. He said until they 
find a replacement, patients will be 
referred to the communities of Olds, 
Sundre, C'arstairs and Airdrie for services. 

But for Young, travelling out of town at 
the beginning of her treatment would have 
been impossible. She couldn't move her 
neck, and was told by her doctor not to 
drive. 

“The timing really was a blessing for 
me," said Young, who said the whole expe¬ 
rience had been emotional. She found out 
within a month she had signs of thyroid 


cancer and would have to undergo sur¬ 
gery. Being able to take physio and get the 
care she needed locally made a huge dif¬ 
ference for Young during the stressful 
transition. 

Conway didn’t say when outpatient 
physiotherapy will be offered again at the 
hospital but said they are actively recruit¬ 
ing a new therapist. 

“Folks move on. It’s one of those situa¬ 
tions. You want to have it filled but people 
move around as they see fit,” said Conway. 

Finding and retaining physiotherapists 
for rural centres is a problem all over 
Alberta. A Statistics Canada report from 
2009 shows almost two-thirds of physio¬ 
therapists were employed in areas with at 
least half a million people, where only 


40.4 per cent of the Canadian population 
resides. In Alberta, 90.2 per cent of phys¬ 
iotherapists work in urban centres while 
the remaining 9.8 per cent work in rural 
areas. 

The University of Alberta is offering a 
program based in Camrose that tries to 
encourage more students to work in a 
rural setting. Launched as a pilot in 2010, 
the Alberta government agreed to contin¬ 
ue funding the program for 2011. 

Young hopes they find a replacement 
soon. Though she doesn’t need the physio 
treatments now, she said the office was 
always busy when she went and knows 
there’s a need locally. 

“I don’t know what I would have done if 
I had to go to Olds all the time."

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Time limits for parking too short, say shoppers

Finding somewhere to 
park downtown to shop 
without having to worry 
about getting a tieket has 
become tough, if not 
impossible, for some. 

The issue of finding avail¬ 
able spots isn’t new to 
Didsbury. In 20(H), a bylaw 
was created providing a 
two-hour maximum park¬ 
ing limit as a way to 
encourage store owners 
and employees to find 
alternate places to park 
during their shifts and to 
keep the spaces freed 
up. 

But now, people are 
questioning whether the 
two-hour parking limit 
could be deterring people 
from shopping locally. 

“I’m one of those ones 
who got a ticket in 
October," said Lorna 
Doiron before council last 


week. “I knew the bylaw 
but I really think it’s a bad 
bylaw because it’s penaliz¬ 
ing us people who want to 
support our businesses 
downtown by ticketing us. 
I feel the two hours is not 
enough if people want to 
come into town and go 
shopping," she said. 

Gwenda Sorensen, man¬ 
ager of Cut ’n Loose told 
the Review the two-hour 
time frame isn't enough 
time for some of the servic¬ 
es offered at her store. 

“We have had a couple of 
people that had tickets 
because sometimes they’re 
here for two and a half or 
three hours depending," 
she said. 

“I always thought if the 
businesses had a card or a 
tag they could give out for 
people to put in their wind¬ 
shields, so they (bylaw offi¬ 
cers) would know they 
would be parked for a 
while longer," she said. 


Corinna Van Dyck, man¬ 
ager of Home Hardware, 
agrees. She said it’s tough 
for employees and cus¬ 
tomers to even find a place 
to park. 

“I know this (bylaw) 
started to stop staff from 
parking in available spots 
all day but there just isn’t 
enough space.” She said 
two hours isn’t a realistic 
time frame for a lot of peo¬ 
ple that shop downtown or 
use the medical clinic near 
her store. 

On Tuesday, council 
heard from Doiron and 
agreed that parking down¬ 
town was a problem. 
Administration said they 
hear complaints from peo¬ 
ple coming in to pay their 
tickets that two hours isn’t 
a long enough time. 

“Maybe we should be 
looking if something 
comes available to pur¬ 
chase," said CAO Roy 
Brown of purchasing lots 


for parking. “But in the 
meanwhile we don’t have 
the money," he said, sug¬ 
gesting alternate plans 
such as the tags for people 
needing more than two 
hours or allocating certain 
parking areas for longer 
term parking. 


The town purchased tin* 
parking lot on the west side 
of the old Zion Church and 
redesigned and paved the 
train station lot in the past 
for parking. 

“We haven’t really gained 
a whole lot of parking 
spots, we’ve just trans¬ 


ferred them over,” said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 
Council agreed to ask 
administration to look into 
some possible solutions. 
Brown expects by summer 
they should have a plan 
they can bring back to 
council for review.

Council to hear guide rail Draft redevelopment 


request soon

Consideration for the 
installation of guide rails 
on Rge. Rd. 1.5 is expected 
to come to council early 
next month. 

The request for approval 
was on the agenda last 
week but taken off at the 
beginning of the meeting 
after CAO Roy Brown 
asked the request wait 
until after the budget 
meeting scheduled for this 
Friday. 

A teen girl who had con¬ 
cerns over people taking 
comers on the road too 
quickly made a request for 
guide rails to council late 
last year. 

Council accepted the 


request as information in 
July but didn’t make any 
decisions. Residents had 
mixed feelings over the 
effect of the rail and coun¬ 
cil questioned how well 
rails would stop a vehicle. 

The roadway, about 1.5 
kilometres south of 15th 
Avenue travels through a 
coulee in a series of sharp 
curves and there is a steep 
drop-off on the west side 
of the roadway. 

Information from 

Alberta Transportation 
indicates over the past 
three years there have 
been four vehicle colli¬ 
sions within the section of 
the roadway just south of 
15 Avenue that resulted in 
three injuries and one 
death. One collision 


involved a deer but the 
other three were related to 
loss of control on the grav¬ 
el road. 

Manager of public 
works, Mark Sture, creat¬ 
ed the current proposal. 
The town assumed juris¬ 
diction of the roadway in 
2008 and is therefore 
liable, he writes in the pro¬ 
posal. An estimate to con¬ 
struct the guide rails 
would be $35,000. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said 
he wants to see more 
information on whether or 
not the guide rails would 
prove effective before they 
vote on it. He hopes 
reports will be ready next 
month for council to 
review and make a deci¬

Draft plans for the rede¬ 
velopment of the east side 
of downtown were present¬ 
ed at an open house 
Thursday night that drew 
in over 30 groups of peo¬ 
ple. 

The draft outlined plans 
for Didsbury 20 to 25 years 
into the future and incorpo¬ 
rated some ideas the public 
generated at a previous 
open house last spring that 
included the possibility of 
more green space and mak¬ 
ing the entranceway into 
town more appealing. 

The focus of the plan is 
around 19th Street to the 
east of the train tracks to 
make it look more like the 
historic downtown area on 
20th Street. 

“Right now the town 
looks half finished, so it’s 
nice to see there are plans 
in place for the rest of it,” 


said Della Milne of how the 
look of town shifts drasti¬ 
cally once she crosses over 
the tracks. She was at the 
open house Thursday with 
her husband, Bruce, both 
of who were impressed 
with the plans. 

“It’s good to see plans for 
some green space,” said 
Bruce, of something that’s 
lacking in the downtown 
core. 

The possibility of provid¬ 
ing some sort of leisure or 
recreational area on the CP 
land, as well as creating 
more pedestrian-friendly 
access across the tracks to 
link the two sides of down¬ 
town together are part of 
the draft plans. 

Part of the plan is to 
bring in more mixed com¬ 
mercial buildings with a 
similar look to the historic 
buildings downtown. The 
plan envisions commercial 
office, retail and second 
floor residential develop¬ 


ment. Council has already 
mentioned plans to eventu¬ 
ally relocate the public 
works building over to the 
newly purchased land on 
the northeast comer of the 
secondary Highway 582 
and 23 Street to open up 
space along 19th Street. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said 
last Wednesday the town 
may talk with light industri¬ 
al businesses already 
establish along 10th Street 
to see if they would want to 
move to the new land as 
well, but said those plans 
are still a ways off with the 
redevelopment plan being 
long term and meant to be 
implemented in 

stages. 

Town administration will 
be collecting feedback 
until the end of the month 
before it’s presented to 
council for first reading.

The ten-week pilot proj¬ 
ect started in 200U and 
results showed an overall 
improvement of 14 per cent 
for the eight participants. 

Since then, Bowman has 
offered the program to 
other residents and the 
results remain around the 
same. The spring program 
saw an overall improve¬ 
ment of 22 per cent and 
this fall's program 10, with 
one individual improving 
18 per cent. 

The program had seniors 
let go of their canes and 
walkers and lift their feet 
over short pool noodles or 
walk with their eyes on the 
wall instead of their feet. 

The program has been 
tweaked a little bit since 
the pilot project, shorten¬ 
ing it to eight weeks 
instead of 10. 

“We found that the pro¬ 
gram was a little long and 
the participation was lack¬ 
ing towards the end so we 
shortened it up," explained 
Bowman. 

She said the possibility of 
expanding her program 
into the general community 
is something that’s getting 
looked at. 

“It’s still a goal of ours. 

Hopefully it's something 
we see in the next year or 
so because the results have 
been so consistent,” she 
said, adding that no one’s 
balance and strength 
decreased after the course. 

The program has become 
part of the lodge's program¬ 
ming and will be offered 
again this spring. 

Bowman now has her 
sights set on a different 
program she hopes to pilot 
starting in March. The 
focus this time, instead of 
being on the physical, is 
more on the emotional. 

“It will be a positive, 
st rength-based program,”

leader Dr. David Swann in 
quick succession has 
caused shockwaves across 
‘ Alberta's 

likes of which haven’t been 
seen in many, many years. 

The resignations mean that for the first time 
three of the province’s political parties - the 
Progressive Conservatives, the Liberals and the 
Alberta Party -will be engaged in leadership bat¬ 
tles at the same time. 

In all three cases the short- and long-term 
futures of the respective parties will quite literally 
be decided over the coming days and months. 

While it’s anyone’s guess what impact the races 
will have on the next election, the contests do 
offer both opportunities and dangers for all polit¬ 
ical parties, including the New Democrats and the 
Wild Rose Alliance. 

In the case of the PCs, the leadership race could 
be a real chance to renew core support among 
both urban and rural Albertans following months 
of decline in popular support, almost all of it at 
the hands of the Wild Rose. 

If the PCs can get their new leader in place with¬ 
out too much infighting and controversy, that per¬ 
son may then be able to quickly take the offensive 
against the Wild Rose - instead of simply respond¬ 
ing to Wild Rose attacks, as has been the case for 
months. 

If, on the other hand, the PC race degenerates 
into a bitter battle that leaves the party more 
divided than ever, the Tories could find them¬ 
selves in real trouble with voters not afraid to 
look elsewhere. 

For the Liberals, the leadership race offers a 
chance to finally put a leader in place that will be 
palatable to Alberta voters traditionally hostile to 
anything and everything Liberal. For the party, it’s 
a tall order, but also a good chance for change. 

For the Alberta Party, which has recently under¬ 
gone nuyor restructuring, the leadership race 
offers a golden opportunity to raises its public 
profile. If the party doesn’t use this opportunity to 
step boldly into the spotlight, it may miss out on 
its one and only chance to do so. 

For both the New Democrats and the Wild Rose 
Alliance, the leadership battles of their rivals pro¬ 
vide a chance to step up to the plate and lead the 
opposition against the struggling Tories. 

If NI) leader Brian Mason and Wild Rose leader 
Danielle Smith really want to show what they can 
do in terms of opposition leadership, this is their 
chance. 

While the PC, Liberal and Alberta Party leader¬ 
ship races will certainly end up changing the 
province’s political landscape, the ultimate impact 
of the races will, of course, be seen at the polls in

Skid-steer loaders ruining lawns 


My neighbour and 1 are very dili¬ 
gent in clearing the sidewalks 
around our property out of common 
courtesy for others, regardless of 
the bylaw that requires property 
owners to do so or be penalized. 

Our walks are always cleared within 
hours of a snowfall, which they were 
on January 9,2011. 

The Town of Didsbury public works 
department came down the street in 
front of our propert ies and pushed 
over eight inches of snow onto our 
cleared sidewalks making them 
impassable, and also drove the 
20,000-pound grader over a portion 
of the newly placed sidewalk from 
last summer. We called in a com¬ 
plaint to the public works office and 
asked if they could please come and 
shovel the snow off that their ‘grader 
operator’ had placed there. After 
waiting a few days with no response 
or sidewalks cleared, my neighbour 


and I again cleared the snow away 
as we were concerned with being 
charged by the bylaw officer for 
non-compliance to the snow 
removal bylaw. 

Well it snowed again this past 
weekend as it is known to do in 
January, and again my neighbour 
kindly cleared the snow from the 
sidewalks on both properties as we 
were away. Upon arriving home from 
work on Monday January 31, 2011 
and walking to the front of my 
property to check to see if there 
was a need to sweep or shovel the 
walk again, I was astounded to see 
that the public works department 
in our fine town had decided to 
drive a skid-steer loader down the 
(very clear) sidewalk, tearing up the 
lawn on our property, damaging our 
sidewalk and damaging the trees in 
front of the neighbour’s house. 

Is it that difficult for the public 


works department to find and/or 
train employees how to run snow 
clearing equipment and not damage 
taxpayers’ property and properly 
clear the streets after a snow¬ 
storm?

36 eliminated the constitutional right 
of an individual to have access to the 
courts for redress against the overly 
intrusive actions of the government. 

Hill 19 gave a cabinet minister the 
power to circumvent the courts, and 
issue an enforcement order as if it 
was a judgement of the Queen’s 
Bench. The law reads, “If in the opin¬ 
ion of the Minister” he or she could 
file an enforcement order as a judge¬ 
ment of the court. The maximum 
penalty a landowner could face is a 
$100,(KK) fine and two years in jail. 

Hill 50 paves the way for the ineffi¬ 
cient overbuilding of Alberta’s elec¬ 
tricity transmission system. The 
Industrial Power Consumers 
Association of Alberta, which repre¬ 
sents 20 industries that consume 30 
per cent of the province's power and 
pays for 60 per cent of all transmis¬ 


sion costs, has repeatedly warned 
the government that this plan to 
expand transmission lines is unnec¬ 
essary, uneconomic and unrealistic. 

It could drive business out of the 
province. 

Critics of these bills welcome any 
efforts by this government to amend 
or repeal these bills, but the minis¬ 
ters are not addressing the most 
important questions in their “Meet <14 
Greets”. Why did they pass these 
bills in the first place? Someone had 
to write these bills - someone had to 
know what was in these bills. Did 
any MIA read the bills before they 
voted? If they don't read the bills 
before they vote, why did they get a 
30 per cent pay raise? How could 
they possibly do this to a democratic 
society?

Training day for Didsbury 
Search and Rescue

There was no shortage of 
energy on Sunday as 12 
search and rescue volun¬ 
teers picked up Iheir shov¬ 
els and in some cases 
snowshoes, to start digging 
up snow to create a shelter. 

The group, from search 
and rescue in Didsbury, 
Olds and Sundre spent the 
better part of Sunday in 
Water Valley working out¬ 
side for a winter training 
session in the -13 weather. 
One of their first tasks was 
to build a quinzhee, a shel¬ 
ter made of packed snow 
that’s then hollowed out for 
entry. 

“They need to be able to 
survive 24 hours with 
someone they’ve rescued,” 
said Richard Smith, leading 
the course. 

The quinzhee, when hol¬ 
lowed out, has a shelf for 
supplies and a space for 
sleeping. When a candle is 
lit, the temperature inside 
the quinzhee reaches zero 
degrees. 

Smith, part of the 
Didsbury Search and 
Rescue, has 30 years expe¬ 
rience in ground search 
and rescue and teaches all 


Smith said the search and 
rescue team probably gets 
called out 12 to 14 times a 
year in Mountain View 
County and the calls can be 
for anything from a missing 
child, a person with 

Alzheimer’s disease or to 

help collect evidence at a 
crime scene. Some events 
they’ve responded to 

include floods, train derail¬ 
ments anti even the home 
invasion in Didsbury late 
last year. 

“We help with any type of 
civil emergency,” said Don 
Oltrop, president of 

Didsbury search and res¬ 
cue. 


During the winter session 
Sunday, the group was 
learning how to build shel¬ 
ters and lean-tos, the best 
way to get around in skis 
and snowshoes, and how 
to respond and locate peo¬ 
ple in avalanches. 

The avalanche training 
can help even in the county 
because people can get 
trapped in a snowdrift, 
something Smith said 
search and rescue has 
responded to in Sundre 
before. 

“You learn something 
new every time you take a 
training session,” said 
Lorna Oltrop.

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Letter writing gives glimpse of the past

When sorting through 
boxes of old photos and 
letters, the last tiling Erna 
McCafferty expected to 
stumble across was a 72- 
year-old letter from a man 
she’d never met. 

The letter, dated some¬ 
time in October 1939, was 
written by a man named 
Harry who was writing to 
his mother an honest 
account of his time spent 
passing through Didsbury. 

He told his mother how 
he ‘foolishly’ wasted his 
$60 in Didsbury and got 
into a fight with a restau¬ 
rant owner in Carstairs 
when he couldn’t pay the 
bill. He was hoping to 
make it all back before he 
would have to leave. He 
mentioned he was in 
Didsbury working on farms 
during the harvest. He 
hoped to get a job in con¬ 
struction and if not he was 
thinking about joining the 
army. He also expressed 
his belief that Germany 
would win the war. 

“I just thought it was so 
neat," said McCafferty, who 
would have been 19 when 
she came across the letter. 
She guesses she found the 
letter that had no postage, 
and ended up forgetting 
about it until she came 


across it again last week 

She's since brought the 
letter to the Didsbury 
Museum to see if there is 
any interest in archiving 
the letter. 

“If it’s a letter that can tell 
us something about the 
community,” then it’s 
something the museum 
wants, explained president 
Frankie Kelly. She said 
older letters can be an 
invaluable tool to volun¬ 
teers at the museum trying 
to piece together the histo¬ 
ry of Didsbury. 

Last year, the museum 
received $5,000 in grant 
money from the Canadian 
Heritage Information 
Network - a program 
focused on preserving his¬ 
tory of communities across 
Canada through the use of 
technology. Part of the 
project is to collect the 
story of an urban, mral and 
political family by way of 
video recordings and pho¬ 
tos that will eventually be 
available online. The pho¬ 
tos can be a collection of 
old photos, pictures of 
gravestones, and even let¬ 
ters, something the muse¬ 
um volunteers have spent 
hours going through and 
organizing. 

The museum also has a 
collection of letters chil¬ 
dren in Didsbury wrote to 
soldiers during the world

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Canadian Challenge next on the list for local dog sled racers

With the Canadian 
Challenge less than two 
weeks away, competitors 
Dena and Rick 
Wannamaker arc busy tak¬ 
ing their dogs on their final 
distance runs around their 
home, just west of 
Didsbury. 

The two are both compet¬ 
ing in the week-long event 
starting February 21 in 
Prince Albert, 

Saskatchewan. Rick will be 
competing in the 12-dog 
teamandgoing a distance of 
517 km. Dena will be com¬ 
peting in the challenge for 
the first time with eight 
dogs for a total distance of 
320km. 

“You tend to take five- to 
six-hour runs before you 
stop to rest and feed the 
dogs, and then you get up 
and go for another five 
hours," explained Rick, 
who’s competed in the 
challenge four times 
already, taking first place 
twice. He said the clock 
never stops ticking even 
when the group takes rest, 
so striking a balance 
between rest and sport is 
tricky. 

He said typically, 
depending on the weath¬ 
er, the dogs will bed 
dow r n on some straw for 
a snooze. He said while 
they’re resting the racers 
are usually so busy 
preparing for the next leg 
of the race, they don’t end 
up getting much 


sleep. 

The trail, a mix of lake 
travel, narrow brush and 
highway travel keeps the 
racers on their toes. 
Dogs, harnessed to the 
sled, have no physical 
contact with the humans 
with reins or whips. The 
dogs rely solely on the 
verbal commands of the 
musher. 

“It’s all about dog care 
and conditioning," 

explained Dena, who’s been 
training the dogs for this 
race since October. She 
and Rick started out dog 
sledding in 1994 and this 
is the last year Dena 
plans to stay involved 
with distance racing and 
she wanted to try the “big 
race" at least once. She 
has experience with the 
trail, having travelled up in 
the past to help Rick. 

“It’s just something to 
see how excited they 
(dogs) are. Even in the last 
50 miles they’re still raring 
to go," said Dena of what’s 
kept her involved in the 
sport for the last 17 years. 

“There’s 14, 12-dog 
teams that all start on 
the main street of Prince 
Albert. That’s 200 dogs, 
and it’s loud," she said of 
the atmosphere at the 
starting line of the race. 

“But once you’re out 
there, there’s no noise. And 
when you get going in the 
dark there’s nothing to be 
worried about because 
you’re out with your 12 
best friends. It’s a really 
cool experience," said 



Rick. 

The dogs, trained to fol¬ 
low the trail, will run day 
and night pulling the sled 
that’s packed with supplies 
and the musher. Rick esti¬ 
mates his 12 dogs will pull 
close to 450 pounds. 

The two have been train¬ 
ing their dogs since the 
fall. Before the snow fell, 
they had the dogs prac¬ 
tise running in the field.

The Canadian Challenge 
trail follows a route simi¬ 
lar to the old sled dog trail 
used by trappers, the North 
West Mounted Police and 
the First Nations communi¬ 
ty to travel between Prince 
Albert and I-i Ronge.

The two start the race 
February 21 and have until 
February 26 to complete, 
but said it should only take 
three or three and a half 
days to complete. The two 
both start in Prince Albert 
and finish in \ja Ronge, 
but Rick will take a longer 
route, passing through La 
Rouge and completing an 
additional loop further 


Now that the snow has 
fallen, the two said 
they’ve been able to cre¬ 
ate a trail using their land 
and their neighbours’. 

“That was another rea¬ 
son why I decided to race 
this year, because we could 
practise right at home. In 
past years we’ve travelled 
two, three hours to find 
good trails, and that takes 
up a lot of time," explained
